REMARKS 

Applicants have carefully considered the decision of the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences dated December 29, 2008 and provide the following response thereto. 
Applicants present this amendment in a sincere effort to place the application in consideration 
for allowance. 

The decision on Appeal notes on page 14 that applicants have shown that the rejection 
of claims 19-32, and 35 under 35 U.S.C. § 103 over Guthrie, the rejection of Claims 16, 34, 
37 and 38 under 35 U.S.C. § 103 over Guthrie in view of Walter, and the rejection of Claims 
33 and 36 under 35 U.S.C. § 103 over Guthrie in view of Kaplan, were improper.
